Provide all email communications beginning on January 01, 2021, through the date of
this request (including emails, email attachments and complete email chains) sent or
received by John Simpson, Jo Doll, Christine Keller, David Addison, Alexander Kahn,
Kita Quinn, Tara Scheer, Allen Todd and Shane Williamson that include any of the
following words or terms:
